“Some day when you are older you must read the full 
story of his life. We ought to know far more about th 
great men of America than we do, for the Americans are 
now our warm friends In the Great War they came to 
our aid when we were in great need, and fought bravely 
against the Germans”. 

Canadians would be last to belittle in any way the 
efforts of the Americans, but let us not forget that Canada 
sent approximately one-seventeenth of her population, 
against the Americans’ one fiftieth. The battle casualties 
of the United States during the War were 50,280 killed and 
died of wounds, and 205,690 wounded; while the battle 
casualties of the Canadians were 51,674 killed and died of 
wounds, and 149,732 wounded—and I submit that in British 
school books Canada and the Empire should at least have 
some reasonable recognition 

On page 166 of this third Reader we hear for the first 
time of the Empire, and Edward Shirley’s Poem “Children 
of the Empire” rings with true patriotic fervour and de- 
serves a place in every school Reader in the whole Empire. 
But perhaps if the child’s mind had been even slightly 
prepared for it in the previous books his understanding of 
the greatness of the poet’s idea might have been enhanced.

\ll the age old hatred between the two countries has now 
passed away, and they united together in friendship that 
can never be broken During the great war they shed 
their blood together in defence of freedom and public right, 
and as a great writer has told us “blood shed in common is 
the cement of nations.” 


THE Sixth book of this series on page 46 finds space for 
the full text of “The Battle Hymn of the Republic”; 
and perhaps properly so if the bulk of young people whe 
emigrate from Britain’s shores continue to gravitate to the

Do you remember these 
lines in the “Battle Hymn of the Republic’? 
“Mine eyes have seen the glory of the coming of the 
Lord, 
He hath loosed the fatal lightning of his terrible swift 
sword; 


I can read his righteous sentence by the dim and flar- 
ing lamps, 

As he died to make men holy, let us die to make men 
free:” 

40,000 United Empire Loyalists who were cast out, and 
took refuge in Canada under the shelter of our British 
Flag, never could have really appreciated the noble “Motif” 
of that hymn. 

On page 200 commences a story which occupies eight 
pages, called “Russian Pictures”. Canada would have liked 
to have had a page or two—Australia and New Zealand 
also. 

For eleven pages there follows the story of the French 
Revolution under the title of “The Marseillaise,’ well 
Written and good reading from an educational standpoint. 
But as I lay down this final volume in the series of Victory 
Readers, it is with a feeling that there is something sadly 
wanting. To paraphrase a well known epigram ‘We 
asked for bread and ye gave us stones.” We want our 
young minds opened to the glories of our magnificent 
heritage, and a series of articles in these school books on 
the Empire and its component parts would to us have 
been the bread of loving understanding of our own coun 
try, our OWn people, and our own opportunities within our 
own Empire. The splendid building stones of knowledge 
you have given us would naturally come later on in our 
reading life as excellent material for erecting a complete 
edifice of knowledge in our maturer years. 

Surely the children of the Old Land, if they could be 
judges, would like to learn much about our own Empire 
so widely scattered in the far corners of the earth—so 
that as they grew up they would be in a better position 
to help bridge, with bonds of affection and sympathy, the 
seas that separate us. Would it not be better to revise 
school books in the endeavour to train our children for 
Empire citizenship, so that as they grow to man and 
womanhood and the urge to emigrate comes upon them, 
they will instinctively gravitate to and become citizens ot 
one of the component parts of our great Empire.

Briand Gets What He Wanted

bouts O’Flaherty sits is the head of the table,—and 
any cabinet in which Aristide Briand has the portfolio 
of foreign affairs will probably be a Briand cabinet. There 
is no rest for this temporizing idealist, this twelve-times 
prime minister, whom Jean de Pierrefeu hailed in his 
recent defeat as “the guardian of civilization.” After an 
exciting August at The Hague and an exhausting Septem- 
ber at Geneva, he returned to Paris counting on a fortnight 
of leisure in which to take up his life-long battle with his 
best-loved foes, the Norman trout. Depressed by the slow- 
hess of Poincare’s convalescence and the sudden collapse 
of Stresemann he made for Normandy,—to hear the de- 
Vastating news of Stresemann’s death in Berlin. The effect 
of this death upon French politics was twofold:no other 
German statesman has won any measure of French confi- 
dence and his removal was felt as a body-blow to Briand’s 
policy of concord with the Germans and trustful participa- 
tion with Germany in a scheme of continental unification; 
he death of Stresemann had a more easily calculated effect 
upon the French attitude to withdrawal from Rhineland 
and sharpened the tone of Briand’s critics both reactionary 
and radical 
In mid-October the French Chamber met. The present 
policy in Rhineland came under fire almost at once and in 
one of the strangest episodes in the parliamentary history 
of the Third Republic, Aristide Briand and his ill-assorted 
cabinet were mown down Socialists and royalists, reac 
tion and reform, league and anti-leaguers vied in de 
nunciation of the trimming policy in Rhinelana. The reac 
onaries, Who have tendered a fairly consistent support 
to Poinea concentrated their attacks upon Briand.

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Airway Safety 


By James Montagnes 


IRWAY safety is one of the main means to win the 

support of the publie to air travel. This fact has been 
recognized by the Canadian as well as the United States 
governments. Both nations are doing considerable to make 
airways and airplanes sate for travel by the average per- 
son. 

The United States has done more along that line than 
Canada, chiefly because the American lines have grown 
faster than Canadian lines, and because the United States 
is not confronted with the problem of using the plane in 
unexplored territory as Canada. The airlines of the United 
States are the outgrowth of the trunk trans-continental air 
mail routes. Canada is fast building such a trans-contin- 
ental mail airway and placing along it those factors tend- 
ing for the safety of the line which have been found 
successful across the border 

On a recent visit to the Civil Aviation Branch in Ottawa 
I was shown the progress being made along the Winnipeg- 
Regina-Calgary air mail route which is to be the first 
lighted airway in the Dominion. A map showing where 
every light beacon was to be situated was stretched on a 
long table, and as the telegrams and letters came in to 
Ottawa marking the completion of agreements between 


of the Toronto-Montreal and Toronto-Detroit airways may 
be equipped with radio beacons during the next year. 

The operation of these beacons is such that two sets of 
signals are excited. In the aural method of reception the 
pilot must keep these two signals to equal volume to keep 
on the right course. If one becomes louder than the other 
he knows that he is off the course and will turn his plane 
so as to come back on the right track. In the visual 
method the two vibrating reeds, white against a black 
background, must not vary. They must be as two vertical 
lines of equal length to show that the plane is on its 
course. 

Planes are now equipped by the bigger air mail and 
passenger operators flying along radio equipped airways 
with apparatus which will give four course directions. 
Equipment is now being perfected and has already proven 
successful on specially equipped planes giving twelve 
courses to the pilot, each course varying thirty degrees. 
This twelve-point directional radio guidance can only be 
accomplished by the visual method, three sets of reeds 
being used. 

Direction by radio for airways makes possible flight

In the United States the lighted airways stretch from 
Boston via Atlanta to Jacksonville; from Boston via New 
York and Cleveland to Chicago; from Chicago to Nashville, 
to Dallas, to Salt Lake City; and from this point they 
radiate to San Francisco, to Los Angeles and to Walla 
Walla. In addition there are numerous) small spurs 
placed on feeder lines of these main airways which have 
been lighted, while others are in course of being 
equipped. 

Lighted airways are one feature of the airway safety 
program Beacons are placed at ten mile intervals from 
airport to airport on lighted airways. Each beacon has 
two million beam candlepower and revolves six times per 
minute. A reserve lamp goes on automatically within the 
fraction of a second should one lamp burn out. Each 
beacon is in addition equipped with a flashing device, 
either red or green, which tells the pilot exactly where he 
is, provided he knows which 100 mile section he is flying 
in. Hach beacon flashes a code signal from 0 to 9, depend 
ing on its place in the 100 mile section, The beacons 
are mounted on towers ranging from 51 to 100° feet in 
height, equipped with a guard platform for mechanic in 
case of repairs. The beacons are switched on automatically 
at sunset and off at dawn by means of astronomic time 
clocks. There are over 1,400 of these beacons in operation 


along the United States airways 


Weather reports for pilots forms another factor which 
makes for airway safety There is an hourly teletype 
service to every airport on the New York-San Francisco 
Los Angeles airway. To this hourly weather bureau service 
1) upper-air meteorological stations and two hundred 

eather bureaus send reports. In addition it is planned 
next year to increase the frequency of this weather in 
formation service so that pilots will know by radio broad- 
casts at half hourly intervals exactly what Kind of weather 
to expect at their destinations. In order to do this more 
Weather stations on both sides of the trans-continental alr 
way will be established Reports from these stations will 
be received at three major control points at three hou 
intervals, day and night. A resume of conditions in the 
geographical area surrounding each control station is to be 
transmitted to all airway communication stations and 
broadcast simultaneously by them to planes. Constant im 
provements are made in the weather bureau service

The usefulness of the system has been 
shown on several important test occasions when pilots 
have guided their planes entirely by instruments and radio 
over long stretches either in foggy weather or with the 
windows of their cabins curtained, 

These are some of the means used to procure safety 
for air travel. Strict regulations as to engine and plane 
inspection before each flight, constant examinations of 
pilots, marking of airways, lighting of fields and obstruc 
tions near landing places, frequent revision of air maps, 
selection of suitable airport sites, these are a few mo.e 
of the branches of the work carried on by the aeronautical 
authorities of both Canada and the United States. Every 
thing possible is being done to show the publie that with 
a rigid inspection service and the use of all safety devices, 
flying is sate as a means of transportation between cities

Champion Godfather 
of St. Malo

wre was the champion godfather of St. Malo? Why 

none other than the redoubtable Monsieur Jacques 
Cartier, of course 

Unquestionably Monsieur Jacques carried off the hon 
ors for this service in his home town. The old records, 
historians say, bear witness that Monsieur Jacques was 
in constant demand to play a leading part in these sacred 
ceremonies. During the passing of forty-five vears he took 
part in no less than fifty baptisms commencing with that 
of his own tiny nephew. Twenty-seven of the fifty found 
him actually occupying the place of godfather to babies 
who did not know what it was all about 

Why was Monsieur Jacques so popular? Hero worship? 
It is just possible that this may have had something to 
do with the matter. Certainly his voyages were com 
manding considerable attention and he had the ear of 
the nobility; but on the other hand, long voyages over 
uncharted seas were common enough in St. Malo. This 
port was a nursery of hardy seamen long before Cartier 
was born For centuries it had harbored a race of ad 
venturous fishermen and navigators unsurpassed in dar- 
ing by any other sea faring folk in the world. At every 
hand were sailor men who had been often to the Banks 


of Newfoundland as Well us those whose cargoes smelt 


sweeter and required more careful housing from the eyes 
of enterprising customs officers 

So the mere fact that Jacques Cartier had touched a 
new point of land in a barbarously cold country, had seen 
afew half-naked heathen and come back with fewer 
men than he started with, could hardly have served as 


more than a seven day's wonder for hard-boiled St. Malo 


No. Probably the real reoson why Jacques Cartier was 
30 frequently asked to stand as godfather to the town’s 
new born lay in his solid standing as a good husband and 
citizen, substantial and free from airs 

As support for this viewpoint is the fact that Monsieu 


Jacques was solidly established in St. Malo ten years be 
fore his famous vogaves to Canada In 1519 he carried 
off to wife no less a prize than the daughter of Chevalier 
Honoré des Granches, High Constable of St Malo, an 
achievement which speaks for itself 

It is a pleasant supposition that Monsieur Jacques’ 
thoughtful expression in the accepted picture of him 
cloak, tufted Breton cap et al Was born of quiet mental 
musings upon one of the numerous Breton babies to whom 
he had stood as godtathe

careers of Warwick, the “King Mak- 
er,” Richard the Third, and of the 
Wars of the Roses. Admittedly this 
troubled and savage period of English 
history, wherein England’s darkest 
and most devious historical figures 
plotted, is not at all easy to treat. But 
if it is intricate, Carola Oman had no 
business to make it worse by her pecu- 
liar style of prose, which as difficult 
to read as it is dull in the reading 
For a rainy afternoon IT would greatly 
prefer to read the Ontario High School 
History of England, for here is a vol- 
ume writ by no master hand, but it 
is at least a direct and forthright 
work which leaves the reader tersely 
informed of what happened in merrie 
England when the Tower was full of 
condemned royalty, muffled shrieks, 
and heavy dull thuds. But Carola 
Oman is one disciple of the Ontario 
method of writing history. Lueidity, 
ease of diction, sympathy for the 
reader and a general willingness to be 
entertaining are none of her virtues. 
She is whimsical in the grand or epic 
style, she has all the great historical 
deeds told third-hand by an under- 
groom or a tapster. And of wll the 
difficult books to read, of all the long- 
winded and wholly unsatisfying hist- 
orical novels yet encountered, this one 
wins the gingerbread mace. As a no 
vel it is impossible—for these reasons: 

Here is a lady novelist who writes 
excellent English and knows the tang- 
led history of the fifteenth century 
like an open tract, here is a lady deal- 
ing with the cruellest, most cold-bloed- 
ed and subtle of villians, Richard, 
Duke of Gloucester, here is a period 
teeming with bloody and_ startling 
events—and the novelist has produced 
a book so dry that to read it is almost 
impossible. Of Richard and his times 
Robert Louis Stevenson wrote a novel 
that shone in every page. “The Black 
Arrow,” and it is not at all likely that 
Mme. Oman ever perused it It is 
the duty of all story-tellers to tell a 
story, it is likewise the duty of all 
historians to be lucid and enlighten 
ing, and neither of these duties are 
fulfilled by the writer of “Crouchback.” 
The novel purports in a mediaevally 
worded preface to deal with the life 
and times of Richard II]--but Richard 
does not appear in the first 150 pages

and the book is 327 pages in length

Some choice 
bits here: ‘‘the liberals side with the 
new millionaires against the old” 
hits off British Whiggery better than 
a volume. There are two. other 
males who flutter about Dolores; 
one gets drowned and the other 
simply gets rich running a= gas 
station on the now affluent Herring 
Island. The transformation of the 
Island under the hot-dog, gas-station 
civilization that follows science and 
gets fat and rich is well set off in a 
good-natured, whimsical manner. 
And only Dolores and Dr. Fogg are 
sane enough not to care for hot-dogs. 
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so, just as the Dr. is to turn over 
his invention to an Admiral, he blows 
it all to bits and escapes by boat to 
a remote island with Dolores. 

There he finds happiness in making 
a new drill and in a new baby 
brought to him by Dolores. So it 
ends in the return to more than 
placid domesticity: as he launches 
forth in a description of his drill, 
Dolores says: “Dear, the baby is 
crying’.

EADERS of the December issue of 

College Humor must have been 
puzzled by the novelette “Pigskin” 
written by Charles W. Ferguson. The 
mystery will be cleared up, if the 
novel under review is read. The novel- 
ette is simply a few butchered chap- 
ters taken from the novel, with a 
slightly changed story. 

“Pigskin” is the most clear-sighted 
and startling arraignment of college 
life that has yet been brought to this 
reviewer’s attention. I said ‘“arraign- 
ment,” but I should have said “de- 
bate.’ The whole novel is a sum- 
ming up of both the affirmative and 
negative in that eternal question, 
“shall college boys be paid to play 
football.” The author is entirely dis- 
passionate and the question does not 
bother him; the results do. 

There are no heroes, heroines, or 
villians. Everybody is human. They 
all have their faults. Only in one 
character, and that a minor one, does 
the author allow his taste in heroes 
to be shown. The reader will like 
Stephen Buck. 

The Rev. Horace Ethelmore Dickey, 
a reformer, is given the chancellor- 
ship of Martha Summer University. 
How he succeeds in building up the 
university, in spite of his own moral 
scruples, makes an interesting story. 
Everywhere he runs up against the 
fact that Sphinx JIarmon, a “quad 
ruple-threat player,” is a more im- 
portant man to the university than he, 
the chancellor. (By the way, it was 
quite a surprise to see my Christian 
name given to the chief character in 
“Pig-Skin.”

The Banting Research Foundation 
has been amply fulfilled is evident in 
the recent report furnished to the 
Trustees as the result of the first two 
full yec’s of activity. During the past 
year numerous applications for finan- 
cial assistance in pursuing medical 
research have been received from men 
and women working as far east as 
Halifax, Nova Seotia and west to Van- 
couver During the period, grants 
have been made to twenty-three work- 
ers in various parts of Canada. 


The problem studied by these work- 
ers range over the whole field of medi- 
cine and preventive medicine, and in- 
clude studies concerned with some of 
the most pressing and urgent medical 
problems of the day. Several of them 
have resulted in papers of consider- 
able moment and great value. 

The Foundation has also assisted 
the workers attached to the Banting 
and Best Chair of Medical Research, 
and from this laboratory, under Dr. 
Banting’s able direction, very valuable 
contributions have also been made. 

Subsequent to the discovery of In- 
sulin by Dr. F. G. Banting, the award- 
ing of the Nobel Prize and the honor 
thereby brought to Canada, a group of 
men met at the request of Sir William 
Mulock, Chancellor of the University 
of Toronto, and decided that scientific

investigation, such as Di

The late Mr. Casavant was one of 
the most widely travelled of Canadians 
having visited more than once in most 
cases, the different European countries 
as well as India, the Holy Land, Egypt, 
all the States of America, Cuba, Mexico, 
the West Indies. He was a keen mo- 
torist, a splendid amateur photographer, 
a musician and a writer.

She was also the fea- 
ture artist on the 1300th anniversary 
of the founding of York Minster. 

The rapidity of Miss Brunskill’s rise 
to fame has been remarkable. She is 
in great demand not only in Great 
Britain but on the continent. At a re- 
cent appearance in Amsterdam and at 
The Hague she was presented to the 
Queen Mother and Princess Juliana 
after her appearance in Elgar's “Dream 
of Gerontius.” 

Miss Brunskill made her debut in 
1920 at the Aeolian Hall, London. In 
1922 she joined the British National 
Opera Company and for five years sang 
the leading contralto roles. Miss Brun- 
skill has a voice of commanding power 
and has achieved her greatest successes 
as “Delilah,” “Amneris” in “Aida” and 
as “Carmen.” Her first operatic suc- 
eess was made as “Aleastis.” 

During her tour of Canada in Jan- 
uary Miss Brunskill will also appear 
with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra 
at Massey Hall, Toronto,

l ATELY I have been a good deal bothered with sheep, 
“No, I didn’t bring them with me—they were here 
when I came, thousands and thousands of them. So far 
us one can learn, they have always been here. They are 
the oldest inhabitants, older even than the smugglers. No 
sooner had the sea started to recede from the long, flat 
stretches which are now Romney Marsh, than the sheep, 
with the woolly obstinacy of their kind, wandered down off 
the grassy hills to pick up a precarious living amid the 
sand and gravel. Being sheep, they would. But then, of 
course, it may not have been mere cussedness. Perhaps 
they liked the salty flavor of the stuff they found. Any- 
way, they seem to have thrived on it, for they raised large 
and frequent families, and they have been here ever since. 
In fact, Romney Marsh is one of the famous sheep districts 
of England. There are more legs and saddles of mutton 
and more loins and quarters of lamb walking around here 
to the acre than probably in any similar extent of country 
in the world. No wonder the national diet of Englishmen 
is what it is. The only way you can keep the creatures 
down is by eating them. If it wasn’t for that, they’d be 
jumping into the garden and munching the geraniums. 

Personally, | cannot say that I have ever been able to 
regard sheep with any special warmth of affection, whether 
on the hoot or boiled with caper sauce. They have always 
seemed to me respectable but dull. They possess, I admit, 
inany virtues, but then it is very difficult to love anyone 
or anything just for their virtues. You know what I mean, 
they must have some touch of devilry, of Charm, that je-ne- 
sais-quoi which excites one’s interest. And if there is one 
thing which sheep lack more than another, it is precisely 
that je-ne-sais-quoi—they haven't a lick of it. 

To do them justice, one must admit that they can at 
times be extremely picturesque. The individual sheep gap- 
ing foolishly at you across a ditch or through the roadside 
fence is a fairly dismal creature. It is shaggy and dirty, 
and it has the foolish but supercilious expression of a 
feeble snob meeting someone he has resolved not to know. 
But a flock of sheep trooping across the Marsh in the sun 
set, with the ruddy light on their backs, are enough to set 
one thinking of the golden fleece and of Jason and his 
Argonauts sailing in quest of it across the wine-dark sea. 

And then there is lambing time in the early spring 
when you go out of a morning and find the green meadows 
all covered with silvery white lambs, popping up in the air, 


hind-end first, and kicking out their funny, stiff little 1 





because well, because they are so full of breakfast, 1 sup- 
pose, that their only chance of being able to take in any 
more is to jolt it down a little. Or it may be that they 
can hear old Pan piping down the hedges and blowing wild 
and lovely notes to which our ears have long since grown 
deaf. In any case, Whether you like your spring lamb with 
daisies or with mint sauce, it is a sight worth travelling 
a long Way to see 

lL begin te suspect that sheep are a good deal like 
relatives you like them all the better if you don’t see too 
much of them. And unfortunately, I have been a good 
deal exposed to them—sheep, 1 mean. Every time I go 
for a walk, sheep rise up out of every hollow and every 
bunch of gorse, and march obediently on ahead of me 
under the impression that I’m a shepherd. Incidentally, 
people don’t call them shepherds in this part of the world, 
but “lookers.” It is a pleasant sort of name, conjuring up 
at once pictures of quiet, apple-cheeked old boys, wander- 
ing about the Marsh, looking for their sheep, looking atter 
them, looking at the sky for signs of weather, looking, 
just looking all day long. And then in the evening they 
pedal slowly home on their tricycles along the harrow, 
winding roads, raised up above the Marsh and bordered 
with willows, and possibly they look in at a “pub” or two 
on their way. In fact, 1 suspect that this is one of the 


best jobs of looking they do,

.* I was saying, you cant go for a walk without picking 
of you with a patient determination which nothing can 
defeat, except a good, stout fence or a nice, wide ditch 
And on the other side you pick up another flock, so you 
are no better off. They are very gentle creatures, and so 
far none of them has shown any desire to turn around 
and butt me in the stomach or chew a piece out of my 
trousers. But it might be a little embarrassing if some 
truculent farmer or other were to chase after me, and 
Want to know where the dickens | thought L was taking 
his sheep. Besides, one doesn’t like the idea of giving the 
old “lookers” any more looking to do than they would 
otherwise have to Fortunately, the ditches «are pretty 
humerous, and there isn’t much chance of taking the sheep 
very fal But neither does one want to drown a few ol 
them 

Talking of ditches, in one of my walks abroad last 
spring | came on a young lamb baawing away frantically 
on the bank of one. IT looked over to see what he was 
worried about, and found an elderly sheep that I took to 
be his parent standing in the muddy water, with her head 
buried in the lush green weeds along the edge of the 
ditch. She did net appear to be in any particular distress 
under ordinary circumstances, I might have thought she 
Was having a meal of rather damp salad-——but my heart 
was moved. I had heard stories of sheep being mired and 
sinking deeper and deeper the more they struggled, and 
so perishing miserably. In fact, | was given to understand 
that one of the reasons shepherds carried crooks was that 
they might, in emergencies of that sort, slip the hooked 
end over the necks of the sheep and hale them out to 
safety it sounds a bit rough, but it is, no doubt, ettica 
cious, and it certainly is a lot pleasanter than drowning 
Unfortunately, IT don’t go around with a crook— not that 
sort of crook, anyway——and there was no one in sight to 
whom I might turn for help. It was clearly up to me, and 
though I would rather have done my deed of Kindness for 
the day in a drier and cleaner place, 1 had no thought ot 
evading my obvious duty—-not with that prospective orphan 
shouting frenzied appeals to me from the bank 
Even as ditches go, it Was not a niece diteh— rather was

CONDUCTED BY HENRY LAWSON 


TAKING OUT OF NO TRUMP 


\ JE COME now to one of the most 

debated points in Bridge. I have 
heard more arguments at bridge tables 
over this question than over any 
other single point. The mere fact 
that the writers of books on Bridge 
are not in total agreement on the 
question indicates its possibilities. 
Most authorities run to a convention 
for Contract bidding and that seems to 
be the thing to do. It means, of course, 
that you must be in agreement with 
your partner on the subject of bid- 
ding, but then Contract must be play- 
ed absolutely on partnership lines or 
disaster threatens. 

The typical occasion arises when 
your partner calls one No Trump, the 
next hand passes and you are con- 
fronted with this situation. You have 
better than an average holding, should 
you raise the No Trump or call your 
five card suit? The necessary point 
strength is there for the No Trump 
raise, but the distribution of the cards 
may suggest that the hand will play 
better in a suit. What should one do, 
are there any rules to govern this 
situation? 


The whole situation may be sum- 
med up briefly under two general 
heads. A suit should be called over 
partner’s one No Trump for one of 
two reasons, first, to minimize the 
losses which might ensue from play- 
ing the hand in No Trump, and, 
second, because the suit appears to 
offer a better chance for game than 
the No Trumper. The first possibility 
looks like a take-out from weakness, 
and that is what it is, in spite of so 
many people who keep insisting that 
there is no such thing in Contract. 

The situation is somewhat different 
for major and minor suits owing to 
the fact that the minor suits require 
five tricks for game. Let us first con- 
sider the take out into a major suit. 

Here we have a working rule that 
is simple, direct, and works easily 
and smoothly. If you have a five card 
major without much strength the bid 
is two, which virtually tells your 
partner that your hand is not likely 
to help him make game in No Trump, 
nor is it likely to make game in the 
major suit, and that it looks safest to 
play the hand at two of the suit called. 
This hand is now finished as far as 
bidding is conceined, all responsibility 
for any further bidding lies with the 
original no Trumper. The bid of two 
in a major suit may thus be said to 
be a weakness take-out. 

The take-out bid of three in a 
major suit over one No Trump is a 
very different story. What you are 
telling your partner now is this: I 
have a hand which is strong enough 
to raise you to three No Trump, but 
for certain reasons I think it better 
to play it in the major suit of which 
I have five cards. However I am bid- 
ding three so that you can make the 
decision on your hand, whether to call 
three No Trump or four in the major 
suit. The take-out bid of three in a 
major is really a command to the ini- 
tial bidder to call game in whichever 
bid suits his hand best. 

The border line hand between two 
and three in a major is such a holding 


is too strong a holding for a two bid 
over one No Trump, yet it may be 
deceptive if three is called. Most play- 
ers will risk the three call. It is 
understood that there is no outside 
strength at all, with any outside cards 
there should be no hesitation about 
the call of three. 

Minor suit bids over one No Trump 
by partner are another matter en- 
tirely. The same arguments do not 
hold here at all. For instance if three 
of a minor were called over one No 
Trump, the initial bidder would be 
faced with a choice between calling 
three No Trump or five of the minor 
suit. In nearly every case he will call 
the three No Trump. So that the three 
bid in a minor suit is more or less 
useless. 

How then should one bid a hand 
which holds five cards in a minor suit 
topped by two of the top three hon- 
ours? If there is no side strength at 
all, the hand should call two of the 
minor suit. This indicates to the No 
Trumper that his partner holds five 
cards in the Minor suit named which 
will help his No Trump but that he 
can count on nothing else in the hand. 
The initial bidder then knows that, if 
he holds, the third top card in that 
suit that he is reasonably sure of five 
tricks there. He can easily estimate 
how many tricks the rest of his hand 
is worth and bid the estimated num- 
ber of tricks in No Trump. 

If the hand has any tricks outside 
of the five card minor suit there is 
no alternative, the No Trump contract 
must be raised. 

These are general rules which will 
cover the majority of situations which 
arise during ordinary play. There are 
exceptional hands and freak hands 
which require individual treatment, 
these must be assessed by the player 
himself and constitute part of the ele 
ment of chance which enters into 
every game of Bridge.

We speak of the Most Notable 
Order of the Garter, but if a man is 
a K. G. anda V. C. it is the letters V. 
C. that come first after his name, and 
though a man’s breast be loaded 
with decorations and famous orders 
of chivalry, if he is a V. C. he wears 
his bronze cross on the right of them 
all. There have been three civilian 
V. C.’s; these were awarded to In- 
dian Civil Servants in the Mutiny. 
Two pairs of brothers gained it, and 
two fathers and_ sons, _ ineluding 
Lord Roberts, and his son who was 
killed at Colenso. The first of four 
clergymen to win the Cross was the 
Rev. James W. Adams, Chaplain of 
the Kabul Field Force in 1899. 
There are two survivors who won it 
as clergymen, the Rev. W. R. F. 
Addison and the Rev. E. N. Mellish. 
Irish and Scottish names have always 
been very prominent. The greatest 
number who received the Cross at 
one time on parade was the great 
military ceremonial held in Hyde 
Park on June 26th, 1857, when the 
Order was inaugurated. Queen Vic- 
toria decorated sixty-two officers, 
warrant officers, N. C. O.’s and men 
of the Navy, Royal Marines and 
Army. Every recommendation for a 
V. C. passes through several scrupu- 


lous examinations, and it has often 
happened that a recommendation 
which has been passed by an Army 
Commander has been turned down 
at the War Office. The consent of 
the Sovereign is finally sought before 
an award is made. A ballot deter 
mined the order in which the 320 
V. C.’s who dined with the Prince of 
Wales should sit at table, and such 
use of lots is in keeping with the 
history of the Victoria Cross. On 
occasions where a small group of 
men have done some heroic deed and 
one or two Crosses have been alloted 
to it, the survivors have drawn lots. 
In many campaigns, from the Indian 
Mutiny onwards, a Cross has been 
offered to a battalion or to a com- 
pany, and has been awarded by the 
vote of officers and men.

—What International Agreement Has Accomplished 


Tae international cartel is not a new development. Be- 


fore the war there was a large number of such as- 

soclations in Europe, but these were generally of limited 
scope. The significance of the post-war movement lies 
in the extension of wgreements to a number of highly 
competitive products in an attempt to readjust the econ- 
omic structure of Europe as a whole. While the discovery 
of new foreign markets inevitably lends an object to the 
movement, the primary goal is a defensive one, occupied 
vith the reconstruction of Continental industry. 
The fundamental problem which has faced Europe since 
the war has been over-production. A greatly expanded 
industrial equipment has been forced to adjust itself to an 
impoverished and heavily-taxed population incapable of 
consuming more than a small portion of the potential 
output In addition to this narrowing of the domestic 
market, the export trade, as represented both by sales to 
colonies and to foreign markets, has been greatly re 
duced, 

Efforts on the part of individual nations to meet these 
ditleulties resulted in export bounties of various kinds, 
price-cutting and high tariff barriers—a remedy which 
only accentuated the disease. Out of this situation emerg- 
ed the cartel, which has had the general effect of inaugur- 
ating a system of ‘imanaged” production and distribution 
in Europe. 

The basis of the cartel movement, says The Index, 
published by The New York Trust Company, is the belief 
that control of production is better than over-production, 
and control of prices better than destructive competition 
There are three general methods for the attainment of 
these objectives; the allocation of territories for marketing 
purposes, price fixing, and the restriction of output. It 
is hoped also that these associations will be helpful in 
reducing the overhead costs of their members and increas- 
ing their operating efficiency.

He mis 
laid a small booklet which I found under a chair the day 
following his visit It was entitled “Breaking down Sales 
Resistance” 

On reading this remarkable pamphlet [ was surprised 
to learn that selling had become a highly developed science 
since my own university days. It now depends not only 
on a thorough knowledge of human nature but is based on 


the n.ost profound laws of psychology What I was ac 


customed to think of as agents, salesmen and peddlars of 
one kind or another have developed into “Domestic So 
licitors” The book fairly bristled with technical terms 
such as, The Approach, Creating a Desire, Applying Pres 
sure, Closing; and so on It also included an appendix 
consisting of a set of answers to probable objections on the 
part of the prospect \fter reading this book I realised 
that what my wife had referred to as gullibility on my part 
Wus merely the natural response to high-pressure Sales 
manship developed to its greatest perfection.

The history of assessment insur 
ance is one of invariable’ failure 
Every association and society formed 
in the past to carry on insurance on 
the assessment system has either fail 
ed and gone out of existence, with 
great loss and hardship to its mem- 
bers, or has had to be reorganized on 
an actuarial basis, which has also en 
tailed great hardship upon its mem- 
bers, as it has often meant such a 
raise in rates as to be prohibitive or 
such a scaling down of the insurance 
certificates by liens and loans as to 
reduce the protection to the vanishing 
point, thus leaving many members 
without practically any insurance at 
all and at a time perhaps when they 
needed it most. 

While at first appearing attractive 
on account of its seeming cheapness, 
assessment life insurance has always 
proved a delusion and a snare and 
often prohibitively expensive in the 
long run to those who have depended 
upon it for protection. 

It is rather ‘a reflection upon the
